London, Aug. 30.— In the House of Com- 
mons to. day on the vote of an appropriation 
for the colonial aervloe, Hon. Joseph Cham. 
borluin, aecretary of state for the colonies, 
replying to Sir Chas. Dilko, said that bo had 
failed to find any argument which would 
justify the late government in giving tho 
colony of Kewfonndland £50,000 sterling. 
He did not think that the condition of 
affair in this colony, after tho failure of the 
banks, amounted to so much that the die. 
tress and snSerlng were suffioient to justify 
this asstsianoe "The distress," ho added, 
" arose from the bad administration of the 
alTiira of the colony." 

Tho llritish bark Plymouth, Gapt. Divid- 
son, from New York tor Dunkirk, which 
passed Prawle Point to dny, bripga the 
orow of tho German burk Amaranth, Capt. 
Hauth, which sailed from Savannah July 25 
for Gutujdweki and whioh founr';ered on 
AiiijuaC l7 The Amaranth was a vessel of 
871) tons, 109 foot long, aud 33 8 beam 
and 21 C foot deep. She was owned at Ros- 
tock and was built in 1864 

Tlio Cunard Rteamer Eiruria, Captain 
Walker, from Now York for LiverpoDl, 
which arrived at Queenaton to-day at 3:29 
p.m , made a record voyago of .six days and 
Ihirty-aiuo minutes. Her best previous 
(■ocord, made on January 11 of this year, 
was six days and one hour. 

The Times publisbos a dispatch from 
Shanghai that Li Hung Chang had an audi- 
ence with the Emperor yesterday, and as a 
oonsequenoe will remain in Pekin as grand 
Bporctary.

HIS EXCELLENCY'S PHIZES. 



FaANCO-CHINESB GLAIHS. 

China's Determination to Fay Sue to tbe 
Determination With Which the Be- 
public lias Pressed Thera. 

WASHINGTON', Aug. 30.— The state de- 
partment officials say that China's agree- 
ment to pay France 4,000,000 francs in- 
deinnity on acoonnt of the antl-misaionary 
riots at Sze-obeng, is dne to the fact that 
Franco decided to prosecute her claim alone 
and independently of the United States and 
Groat Britain. Tho French had large pro- 
perty interoBte in that section, and the sum 
agreed upon is considered aa entirely reason- 
able compensation for the loss sustained. 
The authorities here are satisfied with the 
progress making in the settlomiint of the 
claims of this country and of England, 
whioh aro being pressed jointly, but say 
that tho point has nut yet been reached in 
these negotiations where the amount of in- 
demnity oould'be suggested. ; 



COLLISIONS AT SEA. 

Great Britain Kxpected to Appoint a Com- 
mittee at the Present Session to Con- 
sider tho SnbJect, 

Washinotok, Aug. 30.— The prospect for 
the international 'acceptance of tho Wash- 
ington rules to prevent collision at sea is 
reported bright by Navigation Commiasioner 
Chamberlain, who hos just returned from an 
Informal consultation with Ambassador 
Biyard and tho British authcrities. After 
tho assonb of nearly all the maritime nations 
to the rules hod been secured last yiar by 
the United States, Groac Britain, in Febru- 
ary, joined by other powers, ssked for delay 
antii the rules oonld be referred to a par- 
liamentary' oommittee. This committee, 
which waa abont to' reoi^er a generally favor- 
able.reply', osme to an abrnpt end on the 
dissnlutloa of parliamenti owiing to Ma» dq- 
feat of the late mlniatrjr. Anew epinmlt* 
tee mnsb lie appointed and the desirei of the 
United States that the committee be. ap- 
pointed at the present session of parliahrient 
has been clearly Indioated; to the British 
government.

BDSH FIRES 

EaelnE With Unabated Kury In the Vicinity of 
Nanaimo— Fierce Fight to Protect tUa 
Powder Works. 

Nanaimo, Aug. 30.— (Speolal) -Bush^fires 
rage here with unabated fnry all the way 
from Alberni to Qaennell'a lake, and unless 
a heavy downpour of rain oomcs quickly 
there ia no knowing to what extent the 
(lamago to property will ati ount Bf] 
t-woon Alberni and N:vnoo80 Bty the fins 
are everywhere pre valent, but so far no 
Kreat loss has beou eustuined by the settlers. 
Coming nearer to Wollington tho fires are 
very bad, particularly between tho Somerset 
hotel and tho now townsito. Yesterday 
John McGill'a house waa completely destroy- 
ed aud tho contents loab. E Wile's placo waa 
threatened andaavod only by the mostatron- 
nous exertions of tho neighbora. The Qres 
around Wellingtoa townsite were very 
threatening for a time, bub they are now 
practioally under control. All along the 
Departure Bay road, almost up to the Now- 
oastlo townsite, the firea are still raging. 
The old South Wellington wharf has been 
burned to tho water's edge. The East 
VVellington wharf had a close oall, and tho 
North&eld wharf has to be carefully watched 
>sa there are fires on either side of it. The 
struggle to save tho Hamilton powder 
works was a desperate one, bub was fortun- 
ately eucceaaful. Around the shod where 
1.000 pounds of dynamite tvere storod 
thoro waa for a timo u very dangerous 
blai^s. The llame crept up bo within four 
yards of tho building, and it saomed woll 
nigh impossible to avert a terrible explosion. 
Mr, W. A. Young and the Hughee, 
father and son, did heroic work. They per- 
sistently fought the fires to the last, and at 
one time were beating out the flames 
within a few feet of the dyna- 
nnlte shed. In the immediate vicinity 
of the oity the fires are not now 
of so dangerous a character, bub they still 
justify the most oaceful watohing, for a 
obange in the wind might at any moment 
spread the flames on to the townsite where 
there are numerous private residence. South 
the fires are tho worst at Cbaae river, where 
much damage has been done. Mercer's 
place on Stark's road only escaped by a 
roiraolo, a burning tree falling within a few 
feet of tho building. From Chase river on 
to tho Nanaimo river and aa far as Quen- 
nell's lake, the firoa are simply appalling. 
Soanlan'a barn and atablea have boon de- 
stroyed, a lot of hay burned and much fire- 
wood oonaumed. Around SouthSoId a eocd 
deal of damage has been done. Tin E, & 
N. railway trestles have to be carefully 
guarded night and day.

" E. Ciioe, pluintifl, and H. Phillips, de- 
fendant : — Mr- Potts in pursuance of leave 
reserved applies to discharge the order made 
for the oommitnient of the defendant in case 
henegleoted to pay $150 on the 19.hof 
Aognst. This order was made after exam- 
ination of the jadament debtor on snmmons 
in pursnancs ot snb-seotion 5 of eeotion 164 
of the county oonrts not, oap, 25, oonsolid- 
atod. The order was attaeiced on throe 
grounds, the first of whiob is the one to 
wbioh the chief argnment was direotod, vi/. : 
tThat imnriannroent for debt is abolished by 
section 8 «t d !) of the execution act. The 
other grounds wore that the procedure under 
section IG l of the county courts aot; was, in 
fact, a prooodnro in binkruptoy, and there- 
fore nfira vircn, and than the order itself was 
irregular and not la accordance with the 
statute. Those latter two objoctiona may 
at once bo dlepoeed of. There is no ground 
for contendiofi that this eeotion has any- 
thing to do with bankruptcy or insolvency. 
It Is truo thero are powers in the Knf^liah 
binkraptoy aot which run on similar lines 
to the section in question, bub the principle 
of bankruptcy and insolvency is not in- 
volved. That principle is a statutory div- 
ision of the debtor's property equally 
amongst hia oreditors and a ata- 
tutuory release from hia debts. 
On the other ground that thn order was 
irregular, beoaase it did nob commit at 
once, bat only directed committal in case of 
nun-payment on a day certain — this order 
was In accordance with titonor and Fowie, 
l.'i Appeal Cases, and in my opinion is in ac- 
cordance with the statute which authorizes 
commitment whether before or after the 
return of the Bummona. On the first point, 
sectloDB 8 and 9 of the execution act, cap, 
42, consolidated aro negative : ' No 
person shall be arrested or im- 
prieoned on any judgment what- 
soever reoovered i^ainst him as a debtor, 
and process of contempt for non payment of 
any snm of money is abolished and no per- 
son ehall be arrested or detained for non- 
payment of money except as hereinafter 
neitloned' The effect of negative exprea 
slons in an act is to make the enactment 
obligatory, although Alderson B. , in Mayor 
of London vs. R., 13 Q.B. 33, says the 
words noKativo or affirmative statntes mean 
nothing, the question is whether they are 
repng(\ant to that wbioh before existed, and 
that may be more easily shown when the 
statate is negative than when it is affirma- 
tive. The aeotiona in question were enacted 
in 1865 and were then applicable only to 
the Mainland, In 1885 this statute was 
made applicable to the whole province, and 
by section 3 it is enacted that the provisions 
of the aob should apply to judgments and 
proceedings antecedoDt as well as subsequent 
to the act. In the same session, 1885, tho 
county conrb act was passed giving tho 
powers now questioned. All aots are 
passed on the last day of tho session 
and are entered on tho records 
of parliamont In their alphabetical 
order, so no light is thrown upon the ques- 
tion by any euppoaed superiority of one act 
over another in point of bime. I have, bhero- 
fore, to oonsider that both acts wcro of equal 
validity at the time thoy were passed, and 
mast look to tho aots themselves to ascertain 
if thero is any guide which will assist me in 
determining the question, I think that sec. 
3 of the execution act, which is seo. 3 of the 
act of 1885, is oloarly an indication that bho 
al>]Iition of process of contempt for non-pay- 
ment of money and the abolition of impris- 
onment for debt except in the manner and 
lorm as in the exeoutlon aot mentioned, ap- 
plied to all jadguients, and by imnlloatioc 
repeals snb-seotion 5 of seo. 164, Xhls view 
does not interfere with the powers vested in 
the ooanty oonrt judge under the other sub- 
section cf the aot. 

" Tho order for committal will therefore 
be aet aside with OOStS.

Towards the cooclaslon ot the ioquest drug- 
gist John Navin said Holmes visited his 
store frequently daring the first week of 
October, and several times purchased solu- 
tion of oooaine, and one time oalied for four 
grains of morphine dissolved in a two 
drachm vial of water, Mr. Navin readily 
recognized him by a photograph. Druggist 
Perry sold Holmes at ono time a pouno of 
chloroform. This was on Ootobar 2. 
Holmes several times lounged about his 
drug atore, accompanied by a boy, who ha 
said was his son. As reoognlzid by the 
photograph, tho boy was little Howard. 

During the day Doctors Thompson and 
Birnhill cleaned up some of tho bones found. 
Tho lower p »rt of .the intestines and stomach, 
with parts of the liver and spleen, wote 
found ; also tho first vertebrae at tho base 
of tho skull, tho Adam's apple and cheek 
bones. Tho phyaloians say there ia no doubt 
that theso are the remains of a boy of tho 
age of Howard Pilzal, In the charred maaa 
that was pulled out of tho chimney hole, 
fifteen teeth were found. Dr. 0. J. 13yram, 
dentist, sorted the teeth and found seven 
upper and eight lower teeth. He aet these 
in imitation jiwa of plaster of Paris and sent 
them to iliii coroner. Ho also found a piece 
of the lower left jawbone containing the 
sockets of a six-year-old molar. 

The Irviagton physicians are of opinion 
that Holmes gave the boy cyanide of potaa 
slum and then doubled him up and put him 
into bho stove, after which he covered the 
body with oobs, pieces of trunk and ohunks 
of wood. He then saturated the pile with 
coal oil and reduced everything to ashes. 
It la supposed that when the stove cooled 
down Holmes shovdlled the ashes into the 
stove hole. Tho stova qraa in the ki''ehen 
and Holmes wsa apparently not awarn that 
there was an opening in the flue to the cellar 
beneath.

THE IIYAJIS' TEIAL- 

Outline of the Plan of the Crown— Insurance 
Murders Kampant In the Land, 

ToBONTO, Aug. 30 —(Special)— Though 
the Hyams' trial will not commence till 
November 6,., the crown officers have 
already begun to shape oat their plan. 
These officers are thoroughly convinced of 
the guilt of the aocaaed, and no e£fortB will 
be spared to convict them, both by the 
crown evidecea and the impugnment of that 
of the defence. Another effort will be mado 
by the crown to put in evidence 
r dating to an alleged attempt to 
insure Mrs- Harry Hyams. The Attorney- 
Goneral's department has been at work get- 
ting up anthoribies to prove the admissibil- 
ity of such evidence. Whether it goes in 
or nob tho crown will oppose the exolusion 
of tho jury during tho argument on the 
point. Thus they will bring the matter in- 
directly before the jury. The same tactics 
will 1)2 pnrnuod with regard to tho 
evidence of Hyams' past career, 
to testify which concerning Detective 
Hoidelburg will be again brought from 
New York. The crown has also had de- 
tectives at work inquiring into the religious 
beliefs of witnoaaea for the defence. They 
have found out that two of them belong to a 
secular society, and this tact will bo brought 
out in order to impress tho jury with tho 
fact that a man who is nob ot the orthodox 
creed ia not roliablo. Tho crown intend to 
first try Dicks, who Is charged with tho 
murder of his wife to get tho insurance, 
with the object, It is said, of Impressing 
upon jurymen in general the fact that the 
crime of insuranoe murder is rampant in the 
land.

A GOOD PRINOIPLB 

DISREGARDED. 

It ia a pity that the City Counoil are not 
a little oonaiatent. One of their principles 
— if they have any priaoiple at all — ia io 
letting son tracts to give all poaalble ad van 
tage to labor and the industriea of tho city 
Altbongh they know that the labor of resi- 
dent taxpayers is higher than that of Chi 
nese and other foreigners, they bind ths 
oontraotor down as tichtly as they can to 
employ none bat "permanent reaiJents.' 
(Ehe oontraotor, of ooarae, knows the differ' 
ence between the coat of native and foreign 
labor and malies allowanQo for that dififer- 
enoe in his estimate of the coat of the work. 
The difference in the aggregate in the coarse 
of the year must amount to quite a large 
anm. 

In getting eappllei for the different civic 
lervioes the Connoii act on the aame prin 
dple. When it is possible they fzive the 
preference to tho native manufacturer or 
other producer. The ratepayers do not 
complain of this. They want as much as 
ponible of the oit^'s money to be spent in 
the oity. They are willing to pay the extra 
coat provided encouragement is given to 
home industry. 

In letting the contract for the aewer pipes 
the Council ignored this principle. Although 
the Viotorla Pottery Company has spent in 
the oity many tens of thonsanda of dollars 
sa wagea to white laborer*, and althou 
it is a native concern that' requires all the 
encoaragoment tliat can be given it, the 
City Counoil gave the contract to a foreign 
firm merely because the Viotorla company's 
tender was tho trifling sum of one hundred 
doilars higher than that sent in by the Am 
erioane. The City Coanoil know well that 
if the work bad been given to tho Viotoria 
conoem the labor would have been done by 
Victoria men, and the whole of the money 
ivonld bo spent in Victoria. Thoy sIeo 
knew when they gave the contract to tho 
Seattle men the work would be done by 
American labor, and that the money would 
all, or nearly all, bo spent in tho States^ 
Where was the principle of the 
City Councillors when they in these 
hard times doliboratoly took the work 
from Victorians and gave it to the citizens of 
Seattle} (Ehe hundred dollars was not 
worth considering in aacb a case. The 
IJonncil in tho Hag(;erty case did not con- 
aider that thoy wore bound to give work to 
tho lowest tondoror. Xhoy then thought 
nothing of dioiogarding tho lowest tondor, 
although it was something like $16,000 
lower than tfae tender they aooepted. Here, 
for the sake of a paltry hundred dollars, 
they deprive a native industry of u contract 
for a oonsidorablo amount and native work- 
men of oniploymont of which thoy stand 
badly <□ neod. They disregarded a good 
prinoipln whicli they profeBH to act upon, 
and BOted upon one which nnder other clr- 
onmatancea they condemn aa unaonnd. 
People are asking what ia the oanse of the 
inooneistenoy. 



SBAL LIFE. 



A good deal has appeared in tho news- 
papers of lato rospooting tho alleged diminu- 
tion of fur Boals in Bohring Sea. Some of 
tho Btatomonta are said to have boon olliolal, 
but inquiry showed that tbia was not the 
case. The probability la that thoy were 
perfeotly groundless — either the random 
guosBoa of men who wanted to make pooplo 
believe that they were autlioritioa on tho 
lubjoob or tho fabricationa of unprinuiplod 
men who woro intoroatod in lei.ding tho 
general public as well as thoso in authority 
to believe that the far aoal is being rapidly 
exterminated. The truth seems to bo that 
thwe are very fow in a position to form an 
intelligent opinion on tho subjoot, Even 
the aealera themselves dilTar widoly in their 
•atlmate of the number of seals frequenting 
the North Paoifio and Behring Sea. There 
are acme who oonfidently deolaro that to all 
appearance the aeala are aa nnmerous as ever 
they were. Others «ay that they seem to 
bo scarcer than they used to be some years 
ago, but wo hovo heard no praobioa! scaler 
who says that the indications show that tho 
far seal is in immediate danger of extermina- 
tion. Tho alarmists ar? generally either 
persona who know nothing about aoal life or i 
nen v^hoibaye AO intsreat, or think they] 



have an intereat, in leading the world to be- 
lieve that nnleaa maoaurea of great stringen- 
cy are reaorted to to save the aeala from de- 

slrnotioa they will soon disappear from the 
wafers which they have so long frequented. 
It is, wo admit, difficult to get information 
that is perfeotly {tellable, wjth reapeot to ihe 
seals, for the reason that competent obaerv- 
era are very rare indeed, and observers that 
are perfectly dtainterested almost aa rare. 

ALL THIS OS TO ALL MEN. 

The Grits hovo a very pleasant and a very 
couvcniont way of dealing with tho Mani- 
toba buhoul question. They aro with re- 
apeot to it, in a bad senae, all thinga to all 
m3D aa ciroumsbaDOSB require. The Qaebeo 
Grits ai-o bound to have tho griovanoo of the 
Manitoba minority rodreesod no matter 
what stands in tho way. Thoy blame the 
Dominion Government for not vetoing the 
Bohool law which is the cause ot all the 
trouble, and they have no hesitation in in 
vokiog the aid of Parliament in behalf of 
the Catholics of that Province. 

In Ontario the Grits preach tho doctrine 
of non-intoi forenou. Manitoba, they do- 
claro, ahould ba allowed to sottlo its aohool 
qaestioD according to the wishes and views 
of the majority of its inhabitants, no matter 
what the Constitution aaya, what laws 
have bjon enacted or what covenants en- 
tered into for tho protection of tho minority. 

It) will have to bo admitted that tha posi- 
tion of Iho Loador of tho Grits under suoh 
circumstancoa is an exceedingly diiiicult 
one. He mast not offend and alienate the 
Ontario Grita by plainly abating that faith 
must be kept with the minority in Manitoba 
and that Parliament ought to Interforo, and 
must intorforo, if Manitoba doos not volun- 
tarily do justice to tha part of tho inhabi- 
tants who have been bsrefb of privilogos 
which they bad enjoyed for nineteen years, 
He dare not exasperate the Quebec Grits by 
telling them that the Manitoba minority 
have really no grievanoo at all, and that Pur. 
liament must nob be asked to interfere 
in tho sottieniont of thoir school quoation, 
ICnowing that it would be ruinous to his 
party openly and honestly to adopt the 
views and to take the position of either tho 
Quebec Grits or the Ontario Grits, be, when 
be is compelled to speak on tha Manitoba 
school question, deals in vague generalities, 
or he speaks oracularly so that each aeobion 
of the Grib party may interpret hia language 
ia a way conformable to its own view of the 
case. Conacqnently the Ontario Grita de- 
clare that Mr, Laurler ia in favor of non- 
intorforenoo and the Qaebeo Grits insist 
upon it that he believes in the interposition 
of tho Federal authority. 

We see by the St. John San that this 
donble-iaoed policy was poraued by the oam- 
paign speakers in the late contest in West- 
moreland. There are quite a number of 
Acadian French la that county. This is how 
tho Sun doscriboa the Grib tactics in the 
dilToront aeotiona of the conabituoncy : 

The other day at Shediao Mr. Tarte, 
speaking for Mr, Killam, denounced the 
Government for not disallowing tho Mani- 
toba School Act. He declared that the Gov- 
ernment should havo struck down tho Mani- 
toba legislation with tho veto, thus restoring 
at a blow tho old separate school system, 
Mr. Tarte proceeded to tell hia compatriots 
that Mr. Laurier was tho friend and advo- 
cate of tilts Roman Catholics in Manitoba, 
and only by his return to power would they 
get justice. In Oatario tha Liberals had 
done justice to the Catholics, and there tho 
priests had come out on tho side of hia party, 
Mr, Tarte has, ot course, been saying the 
same thing in all his meetings in the French 
diatriots. 

But last night at Petitoodiac Mr. Davios 
appealed to tha people in quite another 
fashion. There are no French votera at 
Pctitoodiao, and Mr. Daviea denounced tho 
governmont for interfering at all in the af- 
fairs of Manitoba. Hia view of Mr. L<ui- 
rier's position ia qnite different from that 
advanced by Mr. Tarte at Shediao.- And 
yet Mr. Daviestook part with Mr. Tarto in 
the Shediao meeting and did not dissnnt in 
tho least from Mr. Tarte's demands for 
much larger and more arbitrary interference. 

lb may be said that the Sun is a partisan 
paper and that ooosequently its statements 
should be taken with many grains of allow- 
anoe. Rut whon we see that tho election- 
eering orators in Westmoreland aro de- 
scribed as pursuing exactly the same course 
aa tho Grit speakers and ivritara do in dif- 
ferent parts of tho Dominion, wo are forced 
to the oonclaaion that the deaoription of thu 
Grit taotics in Now Branswtok is on the 
whole correct. 



DIFFERENT BUT NOT CIIASOED 

An Mr. Balfour ia known to be an ardent 
bimotalliet, and as it is alao known that he 
ia a very itilluontial member of tho present 
Uovernmont, it was bolievod that he would 
oause aometbiog to be done by Parliament 
in favor of bimetalliam. But thoae who 
oheriabed this hope hiive been disappointed. 
Mr. Balfour, aa a private oibizen, has very 
pronounced views on tho curroncy quoation ; 
but it appears that Mr. Balfour, aa a Minis- 
ter of the Crown, is as orthodox aa regards 
the metallio standatda, aa the majority of 
hia colleaguea in the Government. Thia ia 
what Bradatreol's, whioh ia a very good 
atttboriby on aubjeota relative to finance, 
says about tho attitude assumed by Mr. 
]>alfour aa a mombcr of the Government on 
tho currency question : 

It ia ono thing for a statesman to make 
dcularationa regarding points of policy 
while in opposition, and quite another thing 
bo treat tho same Bubj>iata when clothed 
with tho ropponalbiltty of cQiao. Some pcc- 
plo are inclined to attach great Importance 
to the declarntiona of Mr. Balfour in rela- 
tion to an international monetary agreement 
when that gentleman was sitting on the op- 
position benohea, bscauae of the fact thikt he 
waa regarded as in the Une ot inooeasion to 
the premiership, and aa oerialn to be tho 
leader of -the Conservative party In the 
Hoaaeof Commons, r Those who took thia 
view regarded Mr. Balfoar aa speaking in 
some sense for the administration of which 
he waa about to become so Important a 
member. A statement made by him in the 
Houao of Commons this week, however, 
seems to put n now aapeob upon tho matter. 
Ho was asked whether, in consonance 
with tho views ho had repeatedly ox- 
pressed, he would advise the profent 
government to Invite the asgembling of 



another . interiiatlbnar'oo'nfereBoe in crdes 
to obtain ain~Bgrcemeot.-;, In relation to the 
onrrenoy-i question. ' Mr,'<f' Balfonr replied 
that while he had always been strongly in 
favor of an international' agreement upon 
the currency question, be, bad no right to 
pledge bis colleaguea to such ah opinion, 
nor had ho any reason for thinking such an 
agreement would resulb at the present mo- 
ment from n,n international conference, and, 
in hia opinion, a Bpcond abortive conference 
would bo extremely undeeirablo. This 
declaration of Mr. B ilfour eota his recent 
exprosaions of opinion in exact relation to 
the facts of his pcaition and that of the Gov- 
ernmont. It seema unlikely that any Eng 
llsh government at tho prodcnc time will 
move uotlvoly In^tho dirrotion of procuring 
a bimotallio agreement, and ihia view ot tho 
matter baa long boon hold by all iicii'iaintod 
with tho uteady conaervatism of thu British 
G-ivernnient, particularly in matters re- 
lating to fluance. 

IS IT A REFORM / 

It appears that the appointment of a new 
Commander-ln-Chiof for the Britiah army 
involves, or ia to be aooompanied by, quite 
a number of ohanges in the War Oflice sys- 
tem. That ayatem, the Times a&ys, must 
■ of ooarae" be "reoaat." The character 
and title of the principal poat aro, it seems, 
to be ohanged. There is to be no longer a 
Commander-in-Chief. "Ibia understood," 
tho Timoa says, " that tho Duko'a i ucceBsor 
will nut be, like the Duke, Commander iu- 
Chief with centralized authority in his 
hands, but, like the first Sea Lord at the 
Admiralty, primna inter pares, the most 
important of the military advisers of the 
Secretary of State." The Secretary for War 
will most likely continue to bo a civilian, 
whioh soems in the eyes of many 
foreigners to be somewhat anomalous. 
'* It ia preferable," the Times continues, 
"to appoint a 'General oommandiog in 
Chief ' for a five yaara' term who ahall be 
tho principal military advisor of the Secre- 
tary cf Stato, with defined duties and re- 
sponsibilities, bub independent of and ex 
erolsingaathority overotherezeoutlve heads. 
The Dake of Cambridge's aucoessor, it may 
be oonfidently aasnmed, will fill this posl 
tioD, whioh may well aatiafy the ambitions 
hopes of the oldest soldier, bub whioh will 
make it poasiblo to utili/.i tho aorviccs of 
one oapablo man after arothot within a 
comparatively brief period, an advantage to 
be apeedlly dealred when the Immobility of 
atereo typed ideaa oonstitates a real danger.' 
This being Interpreted means that tn the 
futnre there will bo tittle danger of having 
at the head of tho British Army old General 
Stiok-in-tbo-mud. He ia to be always a 
comparatively yoang man, and In all that 
relates to military tolenoe np to the times 
This many will no doabt regard aa an Im 
provement. 

Tho Timoa dlsouesoe pretty fully tho offi 
oers from whom a choica can bo made 
Thoy are the Duke of Connaught, Lord 
Wolseley, I.<ord Itoberta and Sir Bedvers 
Bailor. Of Lsrd Wolesley ib has a very 
high opinion. It says he has a passionate 
attaohmont to his own aervioe, " If Lord 
Wolesley," Ib aays, " has done little in the 
past to improve tho War Office system, he 
has shown a salutary zeal for roform in 
other ways. Ha has done much to make 
the lot of the aoidier a happier one. He has 
inspired the Britiah officer with a manly 
pride In his profession, a desire to work 
hard at its drudgery, a comprehension of 
ita intellectual and moral interests. He baa 
done perhaps more than any other living 
man to raise the tone of the army in thcso 
respects. Ho la in abort both in military 
and general eatiinatlon the first man In the 
Britiah army, and aa such has a legitimate 
claim, which we tiust will be reoognlzed, to 
the ohief military position in a reformed 
War Office."

Miss Belle Rockwood, of Port Hadlook, 
the interesting central figure in the now 
celebrated Blytho abduction case, was 
quietly married at Port Townsend on Thurs- 
day evening, but not to BIythe. Tho happy 
bridegroom ia Feder Pedeison, a resident of 
Port Hadlook, where he la employed aa a 
mill hand, and a former admirer of the girl ; 
BIythe was not even honored with an invi 
tation. He waa, as a matter of dct, and 
still ia a prisoner in the Victoria jail, await 
ing hia trial next Tuesday on the Booondary 
charge of seduction, the bearing having been 
adjourned for a week to permit of Miaa 
Rockwood and her f^ither attondlng to give 
evidence. 

The marriage of the girl will in all proba- 
bility result in tho proaeoution haing 
dropped. 

Already tho case ia a notable one, 
bat this last little anticipated step 
of the ohief wUnoas for the prosecution — 
thongh a hostile one— still further oompli- 
oatea mabtera. The bride is nob yet sixteen, 
and it was a short tinae ago that BIythe first 
met hor, and, though a married man with a 
family, made lov« to her and found his af- 
feotiona retnroed. ' Then being aoonaed of a 
horrible orlme on the Amerioan aide, he 
came to .thia oity In haste find by letters 
urged the girl to join bint here, promising 
to marry her when he ahoald have obtained 
a divorce. 

She came and was met by BIythe, who 
tho very next day waa arrested for abdno- 
tion — tried, aud convicted, and sentenced 
to five years in tho penitentiary. Through 
all Belle Rockwood conducted hersblf with 
extraordinary composure, her convcrnations 
regarding Blytho as well aa her letters to 
him produced in court being such aa would 
bo expected from a somewhat oynicil and 
obaervanb woman rather than from a eohooi 
cirl. Though eubjeohed to conalderable 
preasuro aho firmly refused to give evidence 
prejudicial to tho man who had so grievoualy 
wronged her, and by whom ahe had boon 
inducad to abandon her homo. 

At tho trial Blytho waa undefendod ; on 
its conoluaion barrister Frank Higgina 
waa rataiued in the oaao, and tvn 
appeal taken to the full court of the pto- 
vinoe. Tho ground of contention waa that 
tho ofTenoo alleged waa committed outside of 
tho province, and thereforo beyond the 
juriadiction of Canadian law. A majority 
of tho bench hold thia to be good law and 
the conviction of the prisoner by Chief Jus- 
tice Davie was set aalde. BIythe was Im- 
mediately ro-arreated on a secocd informa- 
tion laid by Supt. Husaey charging peduc- 
tion, and the trial of this charge has not ye; 
been held. 

Mr. and Mra. Pederaon returned to Port) 
Hadlock yesterday, ao that it ia highly Im- 
probable that the wibnessoa will bo hereon 
Tuesday. Tho telegraph indeed states poai- 
tively that thoy aro now anxious to see 
BIythe reatorod to liberty.

Ward 
Co., the other two vessels now on tholr 
way out from Hogland witti cargo being tho 
British ship Fiery Cross, cf 1 399 tons re«>a- 
ter, and tho British bark Sardhana, of },lll! 
trane. 

H. M. 3. NjTiiphe oaino around from 
Etquimult and dooked at t'.io outor wharf 
yoaterday in preparation for the survey 
work whioh ia about to oonimenoij.

Continued Improvemeut iu Markets 
and Prices— Labor Tronbles 
Less TtareateninsT* 

Cotton Bisiner— Domestic Bosiness la 
Sligrhtly Better— The Failiires 
for tlie Week. 



New YOKK, Aur. .30. — Dan'a review says: 
The improvement in the marliets and prices 
continuea, and whereas, a few months ago, 
everybody was nursing the faintest hopes of 
recovery, it baa now oome to ba the only 
■qnestton in what branches, if any, tho rise 
in prioea and the inoreaae of businoes nmy 
go too far. A atrong oonservative feeling is 
finding expresaloD, nob as yet controlling the 
marketaoclndngtries, but warning sgiinst 
too rapid ezpanBlona and riaea. In eome 
dtreotioai the advance in prioea clearly 
ohicka futnre business, bub the enaouraging 
featurea have great power and anxieties 
about the monetary future no lungei' hinder 
crop prospecte, except that thoao for 
cotton have aomowhat improved dur- 
ing the week. Important etepa toward 
the reorganization of tho great railroads 
give hope to invoatora. L=ihor troubles are 
for the moment leaa threatening, and some 
of importance have been definitely eottled. 
The induatrial induatrioa aro nob only doing 
better than anybody haa exnected, buti are 
counting upon a great busineBB tor the rest 
of the year. The demand for dress goods is 
'Still large, and some oancellations of orders 
for men's clothes aro posted, because goods 
do nob oome up to samples. At the same 
time the receipts from abroad continue 
heavy, and the outcome is so far in doubt 
thab manufacturers are not buying beyond 
their natural needs. Tho prospoob for 
•wheat has hardly improved thla week, 
thoagh the price haa fallen 1| oenla. Corn 
ia oemInK forward more freely, and the Sep- 
tember price has declined a quarter, 
with the promiae of a great crop. Fork and 
lard are a abade lower. Cotton ia rlalng aa 
if there were no aarplna of 3,000,000 bales 
of American carried over to the new crop 
year, whioh begins next week. Whether 
exaggerated or nob, tho reports of injury 
have impressed traders. Already dispatobea 
indicate that the retail trade ab many South- 
ern pointH ie alack. Tho volume of domeatic 
trade ia aliphtly bettor than in the previous 
week, exceedinK last year's by 18 S per 
cent, Dgiinat Hi li for the earlier weoka of 
the month, and falling 8 1 per cent, below 
1892, ttgainab 9 1 on tho earlier weeks. The 
failures for the week have been 186 In the 
United Statea agiiinat 196 last year, and 42 
in Oanada ag^unat •(() laat year. 

Bradstreel's report that tho total bank 
cluaringa for tho DTmlnion of Canada were : 
Montreal S9,819,1'27, inoreaso G 2 ; Toronto 
■54,678,170, iccroaao 6 6 ; Haliiax $1,027,- 
354, deoroaao 5 5 ; Winnipeg S.S8;j,G'22, in- 
crease ;j 1 ; Hamilton $498,000, dccreaae 3.4. 
[Totals, $16 907,179 ; incroaao 5.6 Brad- 
atreet's, Montreal, reports the volume of 
general trade to have been small with trav- 
ellers in many lines not yet out. Tho Bona- 
venture and Gaspo Oshing industry ia aatis- 
factory this season. A moderato buelnoes is 
reported from Toronto, with tho number of 
country bnyera inoreasiog. The bank olear- 
inga at Winnipeg, Hamiiton, Toronto, Mon- 
treal and Halifax amount to $16,907,000 
thia week. Laat week the total waa §18, 
-653,000; one year ago it was $18,653,000, 
and one year lieyond that it waa $16,078,000.
